General1 Kent asked the major pleas­ 
antly whether he preferred to go to the 
hospital in an ambulance or bound and 
gagged upon a mule. The major replied 
that lie did not want to go back to the 
hospital in any way. 
“You’ve got to go back, major. You’ve 
got to go before I leave,” said General 
Kent “We’ve got some pretty fine men 
in this line, but we can’t afford to take 
any chances with a man like you.” And 
so the ma lor was carried by force back 
to the hospital. 
During his three years’ service in the 
Philippines General Smith has com­ 
manded in a large number of impor­ 
tant engagements and added greatly to 
his reputation as a brave and efficient 
officer.

The library is approached from the 
south by a court 375 feet in width and 
200 feet deep. It was erected at a cost, 
of $1,250,000. It Is built In the form of 
a Greek cross, and the style is pure 
classic. 
The extreme width of the 
building Is 192 feet, and the height lo 
the summit of the dome is 135 feet. 
The base is built of granite, and the 
building above this Is of Indiana lime­ 
stone. 
Columbia is the fourth among Amer­ 
ican colleges in age. 
Only Harvard, 
William and Mary and Yale are older. 
Tile erection of the buildings on tile 
new site began in 1805. The site alone 
cost $2,000,000. In 1900-01 the college 
was reo rg a n iz ed on tin* basis of a uni­ 
versity and its various parts were 
brought into a harmonious whole. Un­ 
der President Seth Low, who took the 
presidency in lass, the greatest ad­ 
vances In the history of the college 
have been made, and its usefulness 
and fame have since steadily widened. 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, who suc­ 
ceeds Seth Low as president of Colum­ 
bia, is about forty years of age. Ile is 
one of tile foremost educators, both 
theoretical and practical, In the United 
States and already Baa had the oppor­ 
tunity of declining no less titan four 
teen offers to become president of insti­ 
tutions of learning.
